SUBJECT: ITALIAN BISHOPS SPEAK OUT ON ABORTION AND MARXISM 

1. SUMMARY. TWO HUNDRED AND FIFTY ITALIAN BISHOPS 
CONFERRED IN ROME MAY 9-13 ON THE OCCASION OE THE 
ANNUAL ITALIAN BUSHOPS CONFERENCE (CEI). SETTING 
THE STAGE WAS THE PRESIDENT OF THE CONFERENCE, 

CARDINAL POMA OF BOLOGNA, WHO IN HIS INAUGURAL 
ADDRESS MAY 9: REFERRED TO ABORTION WITH "BITTERNESS 
AND PREOCCUPATION," DECRIED THE PREVAILING CLIMATE 
OF FIOLENCE AND CRIME, AND ATTRIBUTED THE MANY ILLS 
AFELICTING ITALY, INCLUDING CRISIS IN POLITICAL 
INSTITUTIONS, TO THE GENERAL DECLINE OF VALUES. HE 
CALLED ON THE BISHOPS TO SHOW "UNDERSTANDING FOR THE 
ERRING BUT CLARITY ON ERROR." THE BISHOPS, CLAIMING 
THE RIGHT TO ASSIST THE ITALIAN PEOPLE TO CONSTRUCT 
THE FUTURE "IN CONEORMITY WITH GOD'S PLAN ON 

MAN AND THE WORLD" SPOKE OUT EORCEFULLY ON SOCIAL 
AND POLITICAL ISSUES - ESPECIALLY CONDEMNING 
ABORTION AND "AUTHORITATIVELY" HIGHLIGHTING THE 
INCOMAPTIBILITY OF MARXISM AND CHRISTIANITY.

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2. THE BISHOPS WERE ESPECIALLY FORCEFUL AND 
UNAMBIGUOUS ON THE ISSUE OF ABORTION. ON THE 
EVE OF THE ITALIAN SENATE'S CONSIDERATION OF AN 
ABORTION LAW, THE BISHOPS SENT A DIRECT APPEAL 
TO SENATE PRESIDENT FANEANI WITH AN EXHORTATION 
THAT SENATORS REEXAMINE THEIR CONSCIENCE PRIOR TO 
APPROVING A LAW WHICH IS CONTRARY TO CHRISTIAN 
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MORAL PRINCIPLES AND WHICH WOULD AFFECT THE 
RELIGIOUS PEACE OF THE COUNTRY BY IMPOSING A LAW 
WHICH CLEARLY VIOLATES THE CONSCIENCE OF A GREAT 
PART OF THE POPULATION. 

3. A PRINCIPAL SPEAKER AT THE CONFERENCE CHARACTERIZED 
THE CURRENT DRAFT BILL AS "ONE OF THE WORST ABORTION 
LAWS IN ALL OF EUROPE," AND STATED THAT IF THE LAW 
PASSED, IT WOULD BE THE DUTY OF CATHOLICS TO FORM 
CENTERS FOR THE DEFENSE OF LIFE AND TO MIBILIZE AN 
EDUCATION CAMPAIGN AGAINST ABORTION. (COMMENT: 

SINCE AMENDMENTS PROPOSED BY THE CHRISTIAN 
DEMOCRATS WERE DEFEATED IN THE SENATE COMMITTEE 
STAGE BY THE PRO- ABORTION BLOC WHICH SHOWED 
CONSIDERABLE COHERENCE, IT IS NOW EXPECTED THAT THE 
DC WILL REPROPOSE SOME OF ITS 23 AMENDMENTS IN THE 
SENATE CHAMBER. MOST POLITICAL OBSERVERS BELIEVE 
THERE WILL BE A FRONTAL CLASH BETWEEN THE DC AND 
THE PRO- ABORTION LAY PARTIES IN THE SENATE DURING 
COURSE OF THIS WEEK OR NEXT. END COMMENT) 

4. AT THE CONFERENCE THE BISHOPS ALSO RECEIVED THE 
REPORT OF THE PERMANENT COUNCIL OF THE CEI ON THE 
ITALIAN CATHOLIC CONVENTION OF NOVEMBER, 1976 
(ROME 20631 - 1976). A SIGNIFICANT SECTION IN THE 

REPORT, WHICH WAS EXCERPTED AND PUBLISHED PROMINENTLY 
IN THE VATICAN L'OSSERVATORE ROMANO, DEFINED THE 
CHURCH'S POSITION ON ELECTORAL CHOICES OF CATHOLICS. 
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5. IN SECTION DEALING WITH "POLITICAL ENGAGEMENTS 
AND PLURALISM, " THE REPORT STATES THAT TEMPORAL OR 
ELECTORAL CHOICES ARE FREE WITHIN LIMITS AND CONDI- 
TIONS. THESE CHOICES MUST BE COHERENT WITH, AND 

AT LEAST NOT IRRECONCILABLE WITH, THE BIBLICAL 
MESSAGE. SUCH CONDITION IS NOT MET "BY THOSE WHO, 
ALTHOUGH CLAIMING TO BE CHRISTIANS, MAKE A MARXIST 
CHOICE OR CHOSE TO MILITATE IN POLITICAL MOVEMENTS 
WHICH SUBSCRIBE TO SUCH MATERIALISTIC AND ATHEISTIC 
IDEOLOGY." SUCH A CHOICE CANNOT BE "CONSIDERED 
LEGITIMATE PLURALISM " BECAUSE ACCORDING TO THE 
DOCUMENT, "IT IS IN CONTRAST WITH... THE CHRISTIAN 
VISION OF MAN AND SOCIETY." 

6. INCOMPATIBILITY BETWEEN CHRISTIANITY AND 
MARXISM IS ALSO UNDERLINED IN SECTION DEALING WITH 
"CULTURAL MEDIATION," IN WHICH REPORT "URGES CATHOLICS 
TO REMEMBER, WHEN STUDYING OR CONFRONTING CONCRETE 
ITALIAN SITUATION, THE MATRIX-ANTHROPOLOGICAL, 
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METAPHYSICAL, MATERIALISTIC, NATURALISTIC AND 
SECULARISTIC-IN WHICH MARXISM, EVERY TYPE OF 
MARXISM, HAS BASED ITS POLITICO-ECONOMIC IDEAS 
AND ITS PRACTICE." THE REPORT ALSO ADMONISHES DC TO 
REMAIN "FAITHEUL TO ITS CHRISTIAN INSPIRATION..AND (SHOW) 
OPERATIVE CONSISTENCY WITH AFFIRMED PRINCIPLES." 

7. COMMENT: IT IS OBVIOUS THAT THE CATHOLIC CHURCH 
FEELS VERY STRONGLY ON THE ABORTION ISSUE. IT IS NOT 
EQUALLY OBVIOUS, HOWEVER, THAT THE BISHOP'S STAND 
AGAINST ABORTION WILL BE SALUTARY. THE PRESENT 
ABORTION BLOC SHOWED SURPRISING COHERENCE IN THE 
SENATE AND SO EAR HAS DEFLECTED DC EFFORTS TO AMEND 
THE PROPOSED LEGISTLATION. ALTHOUGH SEVERAL SOFTENING 
AMENDMENTS WERE ADOPTED IN THE SENATE THROUGH THE 
EFFORT OF CATHOLICS ELECTED IN THE PCI ELECTORAL LISTS, 

THE BASIC PRINCIPLES OF THE BILL AS PASSED BY THE 
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CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES REMAINED AND ARE UNLIKELY TO 
BE MODIFIED BY THE FULL SENATE. THESE PRINCIPLES 
ARE THE DE-PENALIZATION OE ABORTION, THE WOMAN'S 
AUTO-DETERMINATION, AND ABORTION AT EXPENSE OE 
THE STATE. 

8. THE BISHOPS' STATEMENT REGARDING THE INCOMPATI- 
BILITY OP MARXISM AND CHRISTIANITY HAS OBVIOUS CURRENT 
RELEVANCE- AS IT WAS UNDERLINED BY THE TREATMENT 
GIVEN TO IT IN THE VATICAN ORGAN L'OSSERVATORE 
ROMANO. THE MESSAGE IS CLEAR: THE CHURCH AND THE 
VATICAN ARE CLEARLY OPPOSED TO ANY ARRANGEMENT BETWEEN 
THE CHRISTIAN DEMOCRATS AND THE COMMUNIST PARTY WHICH 
WOULD SMACK OF THE "HISTORIC COMPROMISE."GARDNER 
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
